committee on resolutions. 


Conference Is Delayed. 
On 
Speaker Cannon's arrival 
he 
found that Senator Hopkins had left 
for his home at Aurora, so that the 
conference with the prospective head 
of the resolutions committee was ne< 
essarily 
postponed. 
The senator is 
expected to return soon and the ch* 
ferred talk will then take place. 
Meantime Mr. Cannon and his con­ 
gressional lieutenants are, thoroughly 
going over the platform plank con­ 
cerning the restriction of injunctions. 
It is not only the speaker's personal 
view 
that 
an 
anti-injunction

essary and unwise, but as speaker of 
the house he feels that the formal

strongly expressive of opposition to 
such legislation, should receive serious 
consideration before su< h a plank is 
finally introduced into the pronounce­ 
ment of the party to the country.

The headquarters of the presiden­ 
tial candidates were full of activity 
throughout the day. 
From the veran­ 
da of the Cannon headquarters a band 
performed a “sacred concert,” with 
occasional lapses into the enlivening 
strains of “Hail Columbia” and much 
ragtime. 
The Taft headquarters had the usual 
throng of visitors, but the formal 
opening was still deferred until the 
Brrival of the Ohio delegation, when 
the real enthusiasm will be touched 
off. The Fairbanks headquarters were 
raidiant with flowers and Hilled with 
ladies who accompanied the Indiana 
party. 
Conspicuous among the Fair­ 
banks workers was George Ade, the 
author delegate, who a few yegrs ago 
was reporting the convention gather­ 
ings for the local newspapers. 
The 
Knox headquarters had its full share 
of excitement, with two bands anil 
two marching clubs. 
Among the in­ 
teresting groups to visit the head 
quarters was a band of Sioux Indian* 
from the Pine Ridge agency, who had 


come on under the care of an agent to 
see the mysteries of the choice of a 
“great white father.” 


The More Important Work. 
But while these scenes were going 
on before the eyes of all, the more 
important work of preparation on can­ 
didates and platform was being gone 
over at private conferences in the up­ 
per chambers of the hotels where few 
were admitted and little was made 
known. 
One of the chief conferences 
of the day wTas upon the platform, a 
while this was rather informal, it 
brought about the clear understanding 
that the document as already drafted 
in accordance with the views of the 
president and Mr. Taft, would go be­ 
fore the convention in substantially 
its present form. A goodly represen­ 
tation of the ways and means commit­ 
tee of the house of representatives is 
likely to be on the platform commit­ 
tee, including Chairman Sereno E. 
Payne of New York and Mr. Dalzell 
of Pennsylvania and their colleague, 
•until he was removed to the senate, 
Senator Hopkins. 
This strong tariff 
element in the platform committee 
wrill probably bring about some con­ 
sideration of the details of when the 
work of tariff revision will be taken 
up by congress, but it is not likely to 
vary the plans already matured for 
conservative revision. 
The financial plank is also consid­ 
ered outside the bounds of serious con­ 
troversy, and the main provisions sub­ 
ject to revision are those relating to 
the “anti-injunction” plank urged by 
Mr. Gompers and that relating to rail­ 
road regulation. 
It is now generaly 
conceded th it Senator Hopkins will 
be chairman of the platform commit­ 
tee, the only doubt being as to wheth­ 
er the Illinois delegation will select 
him as a member of that committee, 
but the sentiment in the delegation 
now is that the choice which will be 
made will fall upon Mr. Hopkins. 
The vice presidential contest con 
tinues to be the most enlivening fea­ 
ture of the preliminary work and the 
delegates are as much in doubt as at 
any time since the contest began. The 
Dolliver element appears to be making 
the greatest a d v ic e , ami this gave 
rise to reports that the Dolliver move­ 
ment was now assured of success. 
The friends of other candidates were 
far from admitting this, and began 
maturing plans for decisive action. A 
call for a caucus for the New York 
delegation was Issued. This is ex­ 
pected to develop the strength of the 
various New York names, Sherman, 
Woodruff, Cortelyou and possibly Low.

Very Brisk Contest Is in Prospect on 


8ome 
of 
Them— Anti-Injunction 


Plank One of Those That May Cause 


Some Trouble. 


Chicago, June 15.—Something of r 
sensation was caused by the unex­ 
pected arrival In Chicago of one of the 
presidential candidates, “Uncle Joe” 
Cannon. 
He arrived from Danville 
and went to the Union League club, 
where he was soon in conference with 
some of the most prominent leaders 
of 
congress, 
including 
Sereno 
E 
Payne of New York, chairman of the 
committee on ways and means; Mr 
Dalzell of Pennsylvania, the ranking 
member of that committee; Represen­ 
tative Overstreet of Indiana, Repre­ 
sentative James S. Sherman of New 
\o rk , who has the congressional back­ 
ing for the vice presidency; Richard 
Kerens of Missouri and a number of 
delegates from Illinois, Missouri and 
other states. 
It soon developed that Speaker Can­ 
non’s coining was in connection with 
the platform and that a very brisk 
contest on some of the planks was in 
prospect. 
When Mr. Cannon was here 
the other day he learned in a general 
way the main features of the existing 
draft, and did not feel that they pre­ 
sented any serious obstacles. 
How­ 
ever, the arrival of some of the con­ 
gressional leaders developed the fact 
that the so-called anti-injunction plank 
contained certain features which were 
regarded as quite opposed to the 
declaration made at a recent caucus 
of the Republican members of the 
house upon that subject. 
Mr. Cannon 
was called on the long distance tele­ 
phone and the platform situation was 
discussed with him. 
The speaker is 
not an adept in talking over a long 
distance telephone and he finally de 
cided to take a train to Chicago and 
go over the platform field in person. 
In particular he desired to have a 
talk with Senator Hopkins of Illinois, 
who is slated to be chairman of the 
resolutions committee, but whose po­ 
sition as such is dependent upon the 
action of the Illinois caucus in nam­ 
ing him as the Illinois member of the 
committee on resolutions. 


Conference It Delayed. 
On Speaker Cannon’s arrival he 
found that Senator Hopkins had left 
for his home at Aurora, so that the 
conference with the prospective head 
of the resolutions committee was nec­ 
essarily postponed. 
The senator is 
expected to return soon and the de­ 
ferred talk will then take place. 
Meantime Mr. Cannon and his con­ 
gressional lieutenants are, thoroughly 
going over the platform plank con­ 
cerning the restriction of injunctions. 
It is not only the speaker’s personal 
view that an anti-injunction plank 
such as is proposed would be unnec­ 
essary and unwise, but as speaker of 
the house he feels that the formal 
action of the Republican membership, 
taken only a few weeks ago and 
strongly expressive of opposition to 
such legislation, should receive serious 
consideration before such a plank is 
finally introduced into the pronounce­ 
ment of the party to the country. 
Some of the congressional leaders 
have pointed out that such a plank 
would create a singular diversity of 
official representation, the Republican 
membership of the house formally de­ 
claring against such legislation and 
the Republican platform formally de- 
1 daring in favor of it. 
It is this ap­ 
parent conflict which the speaker de­ 
sires to reconcile, not in any spirit of 
' belligerency, but as a means of party 
j unity and success.

into the conference. The planlr was 
lavored by Samuel Gompers, president 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
who was later given an opportunity to 
be heard. 
It may be »tated upon authority 
that this plank will not be changed 
with the consent of Secretary Taft. 
Mr. Gompers, as a result of the con­ 
ference of the officials of his organiza­ 
tion just concluded here, also present­ 
ed to Mr. Ellis definite proposals in­ 
tended to pledge the party to future 
action which would free labor organi­ 
zations from the legal designation and 
responsibility of trusts. 
Another point of issue is on the 
plank which sets forth the benefits 
which would accrue to the country 
through federal supervision or inspec­ 
tion of the issuance of stocks and 
bonds of corporations doing an inter­ 
state business. This plank makes it 
possible for the declared representa­ 
tives of the corporations to make dire 
predictions as to the result on the elec­ 
tion if the plank is allowed to remain, 
but it will not be disturbed. 
There is in the platform a declara­ 
tion in the interest of the Philippines, 
which expresses the belief that good 
would come from an arrangement 
which would permit of the free inter­ 
change of commodities between the 
Far Eastern dependency and the Unit­ 
ed States with a restriction that such 
interchange shall not be allowed to 
adversely affect any industry, such, 
for instance, as sugajL and tobacco. 


FOOTBALL PLAYER DEAD. 


Captain of Minnesota University ‘learn 
a Suicide. 
Jackson, Minn., June 15.—Angered 
at the refusal of bis attentions by the 
young woman with whom he formerly 
had kept company and at her receiv­ 
ing the advances of a young barber of 
this city, Ney Dunne, captain of the 
University of Minnesota football team, 
shot himself on a public street here 
in the presence of the young woman 
and her escort. He died several hours 
later.

Dunne came to his home here re­ 
cently after completing 
his year’s 
work at the university and had been 
living at the home of his father, for­ 
mer Sheriff Dunne.

During the evening he paid some at­ 
tention to the young woman, but was 
met with rebuffs, and finally learned 
that a young barber of this city was 
to escort the girl home after the 
dance. 
Dunne and a companion fol­ 
lowed the couple, and when they were 
passing along the principal street he 
called to them to turn around. They 
ignored his hail and he repeated it, 
adding that he did not want to shoot 
them in the back. 
When he made this threat the girl 
started to run. Her companion called 
after her, but did not turn around, and 
Dunne drew a revolver and shot him­ 
self in 
the left breast. 
The ball 
struck a rib just over his heart and 
was deflected downward, lodging just 
under the skin at the back. 
Dunne was carried to the office of 
Dr. Maitland, who worked over him all 
night. 
Dunne finally sank and died.

The entire move is said by the men 
actively participating to be favored by 
the ‘‘allies,” who believe that no nomi­ 
nation will be made on the first ballot. 
Delegates Teter and Curtain have 
been instructed for Taft, but both of 
them have frequently expressed tho 
Intention, which they reiterated, of 
bolting their instructions. 
The Roosevelt boomers believe that 
some man prominent in the conven­ 
tion, and they have picked Senator 
Lodge as the man, has a letter from 
President Roosevelt designed to meet 
the exact situation they are planning 
to bring about.
